Advancing other practical considerations indicating 
necessity for remedial measures lessen retarda- 
tion pupils the grades, the report describes

Asa rule the states with 
lower per capita expenditures for education have 
the higher percentages illiteracy. The states 
with higher expenditures per capita for education 
usually have higher per capita income and wealth. 
The bulletin says: 
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“Education does not supply natural ability, but 
merely develops it. The educated man woman 
has wider field opportunity and better chance 
than the untrained individual equal ability. More 
people with education achieve success than those 
without such training.”

sometimes feel ourselves inferior many prac- 
tical respects men accustomed form judgments 
first hand from the direct observation nature.” 

Another phase the matter that innumer- 
able instances content ourselves with words, 
failing assimilate the ideas which the words are 
intended express—this, doubtless, being what 
Bacon had mind when said that “words are 
the counters wise men, and the coin fools.” 
that many think they are learning geology when 
they read books, yet find themselves unable 
distinguish one mineral from another when speci- 
mens the ore are presented them for inspec- 
tion; and there are not few who talk fluently 
birds and trees and flowers, yet hardly know oak 
from linden, one bird wildflower from anoth- 
er, when they see them the woods. 

Alarmists have predicted that men and women 
will physically and mentally incompetent within 
few generations from now, because deteriora- 
tion consequent upon what call civilization. The 
outlook, probably, not bad that. in- 
cumbent, however, every individual who would 
preserve wholesome equilibrium the powers with 
which naturally endowed avoid falling into 
habits tending toward their impairment reason 
want proper exercise.

trancing children than the fairy tale, and 
that the story saint. children mean not 
only those under fifteen years age but also those 
blessed persons who never become unfortunate 
“grow up”, even after they have passed the al- 
lotted decades man. stress duties permit 
the privilege reading daily for half hour from 
the lives the saints, shall still very young 
when celebrate ninetieth birthday, whether 
then the body out it. 

any two classes people deserve intro- 
duced each other, they are children and the saints 
God. Wordsworth was, think, writing more 
than pretty verse when said that “trailing clouds 
glory come from God, who our home.” 
About the head every unspoiled child glori- 
ous veil innocence. About the head every 
saint this same cloud glory, preserved re- 
covered through loving penance. Children see the 
world through rosy mist imagination and ideal- 
ism. Saints also see the world through rosy mist, 
such mist perchance hovered over the deep 
when the Spirit God moved across the waters 
bringing light that heralded sun and moon and stars, 
mist beautiful that even the God who made 
said that was good. Children idealize their par- 
ents because they love them. Saints idealize all 
living creatures because they love them the crea- 
tures God and because God loves them. 

This tendency children and saints idealize 
does not make them see things falsely. takes the 
near-sighted the far-sighted the cross-eyed 
adult see things wrongly. moment disillu- 
sionment enough make man see crooked for 
weeks, for years, maybe for lifetime. Perhaps you 
have verified this observation your own experi- 
ence. trusted friend has failed you, you have 
perhaps scorned friendship itself, though against 
your better judgment. Experience good teacher 
only when does not make one need mental spec- 
tacles order see aright. The beautiful thing 
sanctity that every disillusioning experience 
renders the mental vision clearer and truer and 
closer the perfection the child’s vision, be- 
cause the disillusioning experience which the saint 
suffers must needs become illuminating experi- 
ence. When saint played false friend, the 
saint sees how beautiful thing friendship must 
be, since can debased. thing that 
already mean cannot shock debasement. 
When saint considers the horror sin, sees 
its full malice only because knows the glory 
virtue. one else ever saw sin Christ saw 
the Garden Gethsemane, because one else 
ever had His knowledge and sense virtue. 
one will ever know the full worth virtue except 
the God-Man who knowing the malice sin went 
with His Passion change sinners into virtu- 
ous 

today have lost great extent our hor- 
ror sin, seems me, because not make 
sufficient effort become heroically virtuous. Even 
the most pious feel somewhat unfairly treated 


when receive unusually long penance from 
priest confession. One the most terrifying 
accounts the treatment sinner the story 
St. Thais the Penitent, whom the holy Abbot Bes- 
sarion shut little closed cell spend the 
remainder her life, with her face turned toward 
east while she constantly recited the words, 
“Thou that hast made me, have mercy me.” Such 
was her punishment, after she had publicly burned 
her ill-gotten treasures and made public confession 
her sins. When, after three long years this 
penance, Bessarion released her, because had 
learned from vision vouchafed Franciscan 
Friar that angels were preparing for her place 
glory Heaven, said her, “God hath not for- 
given thee because thy repentance, but because 
the thought which thou hadst, that you wouldst 
deliver thyself over unto Christ.” Saints see things 
positively and value them the standard virtue 
rather than any lesser standard. 

convincing example the truth that charity 
covers multitude sins Christ’s forgiveness 
Magdalene’s many sins, not because her public 
penance, but because she loved much. deliver 
oneself over Christ the utter abandonment 
trustful, self-forgetting love disarm His anger 
against one’s sins. was said that Luther’s slo- 
gan, “Sin and sin boldly, but let your faith 
stronger than your sin” could not have been “Love 
and love boldly, for then you will not sin unto 
death.” That perfect example glorious unspoiled 
childlikeness, the Little Flower, preaches again and 
again her autobiography the doctrine love too 
great for sin. She had practically knowledge 
sin from experience, and yet she knew that love 
the only fire that can burn sin ashes repent- 
ance for man and forgetfulness for God. 

There can doubt that was the consuming 
fire betrayed love which came from the eyes 
Christ sear the heart Peter the most mem- 
orable night the apostle’s life, fire which would 
not quenched until the Saviour had three times 
forced Peter declare his love publicly before those 
who knew its betrayal. know nothing the 
first meeting between the Risen Christ and the un- 
happy man who had denied Him. know 
that Peter ran immediately the Tomb when 
heard the Resurrection, naughty child might 
run his mother her return home, cry out 
his grief over his wrong-doing. know also that 
Christ asked Peter three times tell him that 
really did love him spite his threefold denial. 

Children who have been trained love rather 
than fear can easily understand how the great 
sinner can throw himself lovingly the breast 
Christ and that act love become saint. When 
the loving child sees tear brought the eye its 
mother its wrongdoing, its immediate impulse 
throw itself into her arms with cries love 
and stern resolves better child from that 
moment. can easily understand the saint who 
acts thus toward God. And can readily under- 
stand too how the saint times fails keep his 
resolves. 
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The lives the saints are replete with incidents 
which can presented children story form 
interesting and most effective lessons imitable 
virtues. have found this process extraction 
most fascinating one, though contact with chil- 
dren has been rather through writing for them than 
through teaching them. few months ago pub- 
lished the first series booklets for children 
presenting the life and virtues the Little Flower 
Jesus. Some grown-up friends were 
suffering enough say that they liked it, but was 
waiting for approval from another source. came 
the most satisfying way. About two months ago 
one Sisters religion had letter from 
niece seven years. the letter was poem 
the Little Flower, prefaced this statement, 
wrote poem. This The lines were written 
after the little girl had read verses book- 
let, and were inspired doubt desire im- 
prove their poor quality. grant that her am- 
bition was duly achieved. Then came letter from 
own small niece, who wrote from the Pacific 
coast: saw some copies your Little Flower 
book away out here. was proud.” She pro- 
ceeded tell her classmates that her aunt had 
written the book, with all the sdtisfaction that 
child can have boast that kind. Any one who 
loves children will understand what these letters 
have meant me. 

The point is, however, not satisfaction the 
compliments, but the fact that children like stories 
the saints. great pity that there are 
few these stories our school readers, even 
those edited Catholics. course have 
many places the difficulty having use the text- 
books required the state. But there such 
instances law against the use supplementary 
readers, and where have choice could very 
easily give our children more the lives the 
saints. teaching religion college seniors 
have found that even these young women, who are 
rule rather sophisticated, will listen with inter- 
est child stories about saints, and try provide 
new one for each lesson. happens apro- 
in, still very well—just gets the stu- 
dents. This policy may not accordance with 
accepted pedagogy, but least helps the girls 
know the saints and become interested them. 
Most our college students, find, have very few 
acquaintances among the holy cnes God—the 
heroes above all whom they should know. this 
because they were not introduced childhood? 


all stories the lives and legends saints, 
the most appealing children are, think, those 
which animals play part. The perennial kind- 
ness saints animals teaches the much-needed 
lesson kindness not merely animals but un- 
fortunate human beings well. Children should 
taught early life that cruelty animals 
wrong because unreasonable. Children should 
never taught incorrect principles, and they 
should learn that though animals have rights 
respected, wanton cruelty them unreason- 
able and therefore sinful. Sentimental motives are 
not stable. St. Francis was not being sentimental 
when said the red-hot iron about cauterize 
his eyeballs, “Brother Fire, God made you beautiful 
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and strong and free, pray you gentle with me.” 
was simply saying the most inspiring poetry 
that creatures given for our use are good and worthy 
respect because that reason usefulness. Ani- 
mals are given for the use man, not for his abuse. 
Being creatures God they deserve reverence for 
God’s sake. tie two cat’s tails together and fing 
the creatures over clothesline may tickle the mon- 
strous humour certain vicious natures, but 
unreasonable way getting amusement. simply 
can not understand such deed, and shall never 
forget childish horror two boys who did it, 
and then gleefully watched the suffering creatures 
tear each other death. Some children seem 
naturally cruel, not only animals but one 
another well. They need instruction and also 
powerful example lead them aright. The saints 
furnish abundant examples, which the teacher may 
use drive home instruction. 

Recently, while reading William Caxton’s English 
translation the Legenda Aurea, again came 
across the account the burial St. Mary 
Egypt. quaint that you will enjoy part 
it.

intended that adverb but know 
that for has that place the most delightful 
connotation. can easily see Mr. Lion swaggering 
elegantly away across the desert, lacking only 
monocle and swagger-stick make the picture 
perfect. observe the insouciant air his that says 
more plainly than words, “Quite some little trick, 
don’t cha know, dig out sepulchre for saint, 
were one those silly domestic dogs—quite 
condescending the part the lord the desert 
and all that—but really had help the poor old 
man out, and, fact( could have done even more 
than that had had mind to.”

written work wonderful that would endure 
till irreverent mind the twentieth century 
could read and his “debonairly” giggle out- 
right.

HRUOUT the country today the moral educa- 
tion the child furnishes the greatest problem 
education, 

old problem, dating far beyond the days 
Plato and Aristotle, and theoretical well 
practical educators every age have regarded 
the very heart education. 

The religious teacher has before her, the paro- 
chial schools, the greatest possibilities for doing 
great things, the greatest things the world—the 
forming virtues, excellencies, and powers the 
boys and girls the big little world her class- 

Knowing that her entrusted the formation 
the characters the coming generation, behooves 
the religious teacher consider the best means for 
bringing about the desired result.

Sunset skies blushing mountain lake in- 
spired him ecstatic joy. The magic mystery na- 
ture was lodestone drawing him irresistibly wonder 
and love, holding him transports praise and blessing; 
that called upon the sun, the moon, the stars, the 
winds, the waters, the mountains, the trees intone with 
him Deum. 

The charm color swayed him. His gaze caressed the 
birds brilliant plumage—they gathered near, they flut- 
tered fascinated. The timid dove approached, showing 
its brown-red eyes, its sheen irridescence, its burnished 
neckband, its delicacy grace: humming birds, winged 
fires, played please him; all beauteous creatures came 
attracted his love beauty, and gazed upon them 
they waited well content: they were the little broth- 
ers and sisters St. Francis—all must well; and all 
the choristers birdland joined the nature Deum.

would difficult find two cities that are 

greater contrast than London and Paris, and 
the contrast extends even one’s choice means 
locomotion. both places the distances are 
great that walking often out the question, 
and monks with the vow poverty don’t habitually 
ride taxis. Paris every possible occasion 
one takes the subway, the direct and 
convenient and makes good time. And when the 
weather wet, usually is, the underground 
trains are dry and warm. There little exaggera- 
tion the statement winter visitor the 
French capital that spent least half his time 
burrowing underneath the city and coming more 
less regularly for food and drink. 


London otherwise. The underground sys- 
tem quite good that Paris and the cars 
are larger and roomier and have more seats; but 
here London when you travel underground 
you feel that you are missing something. And 
you are. street London like another 
street. Oxford Circus totally different from Pic- 
cadilly Circus. Regent’s Park one kind park 
and Hyde Park quite another. Paris ever 
many the streets are like peas, and even the 
houses have similarity that breeds monotony. The 
great thing Paris the long distance vistas. Here 
London there are long distance vistas, but 
there are close-ups that are fascinating and quaint 
and original. 


And that normally London, you know 
what you are about, you ride the upper deck 
the omnipresent and eminently efficient busses. 
They are constructed the general plan the 
Fifth Avenue busses New York. You climb 
winding stair and tumble into seat and get 
view things that the cabinet minister his limou- 
sine can’t get. splendid way get know 
the city. And there indescribable charm 
riding thus down Regent Street along the 
Strand, winding miraculously and out the traf- 
fic and watching the other busses—red and green 
and orange and silver, and all plastered with ad- 
vertisements—and the autos and the horse carts 
and even the occasional donkey dray, and the gay 
windows and the shoppers, and especially those 
wonderful London bobbies with their helmets and 
chin straps and long overcoats and white woolen 
gloves. 

You don’t look for beauty London you 
Florence Lucerne, that may the rea- 
son that when you run across delightful sight 
the English metropolis impresses deeply. Such 
the case Westminster bridge. Somerset House 
and the Parliament buildings and the squat spires 
Westminster Abbey loom like series dis- 
solving views; and you walk and on, more 
and more bits harmonious beauty creep into the 
pictures. little beyond the Abbey the new 
Catholic Cathedral Westminster—where Cardi- 
nals Wiseman and Manning repose the crypt— 
very handsome its Byzantine way and still un- 


finished interiorly, and certainly the biggest and 
most ambitious church built modern times. 

short walk brings you St. James Park and 
the Birdcake Walk, and Buckingham Palace 
where the King resides. And then there the fine 
stretch street known Whitehall where the 
Horse Guards have their headquarters and where 
all day long two the guards, wearing shining 
gold helmets and white gloves and long flowing 
scarlet cloaks, sit like statues sleek horses. 

the right Scotland Yard, without mention 
which detective story mystery play as- 
sumed complete; the left that unpretentious 
abode diplomacy, Number Five Downing Street. 
There stands statue King Charles here, the 
site his execution. And certain place 
Whitehall you will see men pause for moment 
and lift their hats; you will see hats raised au- 
tomobiles and from the tops the buses. And 
all because the middle the roadway there 
stands the Cenotaph erected honor the British 
dead the Great War. 

have seen several these war memorials—in 
London, Paris, Brussels, Munich—and there 
can doubt that the most impressive all 
the city the Seine. There the Unknown Sol- 
dier sleeps beneath the Arc Triomphe the 
midst the Etoile where many impressive aven- 
ues converge, and there burns unceasingly fire 
which withstands wind and rain. The undying fire 
also employed Brussels, but everything 
smaller scale. Munich the memorial very 
original and very simple and very massive all 
once, but has squat and subterranean effect that 
seems less effective than the open air massiveness 
the Are Triomphe. 

Fish Street Hill, which isn’t much hill, 
rising the low land near the Thames, stands the 
fluted Doric column known simply the Monu- 
ment. Near this spot, Pudding Lane, the Great 
Fire London started September 1666, and 
the Monument commemorates the disaster. Then 
now clerical philosophers sorts sought for the 
why woe. One Nonconformist preacher asked 
his congregation what particular sin brought the 
visitation fire upon London town. blas- 
phemy? No, for then the fire would have started 
—though possibly not have ended—in Billingsgate. 
Was lewdness? No, for then there would surely 
have been spontaneous cumbustion Drury Lane. 
Was lying? No, for the law courts Westmins- 
ter Hall were unpurged flames. “No, be- 
loved,” concluded, “it was the sin gluttony, 
for the fire began Pudding Lane and ended 
Pie Corner!” 

Mention the Monument recalls one those 
outbreaks anti-Catholic bigotry which have left 
their impress upon English history and English 
literature. 1681, under the excitement caused 
the famous Popish Plot, sentence was added 
the Latin inscription the Monument, stating that 
the Catholics had set fire the city. The offensive 
reference the furor papisticus was erased under 
the Catholic King James II, but was replaced under 
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William and Mary. 
withering couplet: 
“Where London’s column, pointing the skies, 
Like tall bully, lifts the head and lies.” 
But the tall bully lie remained the Monument— 
and similar inscription house Pudding 
Lane—until early 1831 when was removed 
order the Court Common Council. The Mon- 
ument over 200 feet high, and spiral staircase 
within consisting 345 blackened marble steps 
tempts aspiring climbers the top balcony and 
the enjoyment the wind and the view. 


Did you ever try discover what the most 
unusual monument round about? You can find 
some queer enough ones, you have your eyes 
open, without going very far from home, and there 
that Postal Group Berne, and some German 
sculpture, notably Berlin. But there animal 
monument here London that deserves least 
honorable mention. 

Several animals have rather persistently appeared 
statuary. inevitably, win large 
plurality—largely, believe, because even statu- 
ary horse generally implies rider. Dogs, too, 
figure prominently; not believe that know 
naught the dog cemetery Paris. not 
sure about cats; but other animals, and the wilder 
the better, are almost drug the 
and buffaloes, elephants and panthers, seals even 
and very often lions. All these, like the horse, make 
convenient foil for the very self conscious animal 
who kills subjugates them. With Cardinal New- 
man like wonder what Mr. Man would look like 
sculpture Mr. Lion were the sculptor. 


But did you ever see monument reared the 
graceful and sweet-smelling camel? Chesterton 
his “New Jerusalem” has pointed out that, though 
the camel has been close the human race from 
the beginnings recorded time, has somehow 
always kept aloof mentally from the bipeds whose 
burdens has carried. The camel knows ever 
much about human history, Chesterton says sub- 
stance, but all you have look him 
know that won’t tell what knows. And truly 
the camel the most aloof looking animals; 
seems feel both superior and disgusted, and per- 
haps has ample justification for feeling both. 
Certain that wretched pet material; you 
simply cannot cuddle camel. Men have made pets 
not only dogs and cats and mice, snakes and toads 
and lizards, but leopards and zebras and lions. 
But the camel man has ever made pet. 
this very day’s paper have read English- 
woman whose hunter friend Africa has presented 
with baby giraffe. But have never read any 
hunter friend presenting lady with baby camel. 
Indeed, man seems have been even little un- 
grateful the sturdy beast; the camel, after all, has 
some reason for getting his back up. Have you 
any chance read Kipling’s ditty entitled “Oonts”? 
There one the very few occasions which the 
camel has broken into poetry, and his appearance 
devil and ostrich and orphan child 
one” very far from complimentary. Mr. Camel 
will hold his head the Day Judgment the 
animals get any share retributive justice. 

But the monument. stands rather distin- 
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guished company the Victoria Embankment, al- 
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ways picturesque and entertaining strolling place. 
Mr. Camel shares celebrity with John Stuart Mill 
and Waterloo Bridge, Bobbie Burns and Cleopatra’s 
Needle. The neatly executed piece work 
commemoration the Imperial Camel Corps the 
Great War, and for once the camel given greater 
prominence than the corps. not life size 
—that would make too large demand the 
British imagination but spruce looking and 
beautiful camel could be, and holds his head 
characteristic way that seems imply his 
deep rooted conviction that vastly superior 
both war and peace and that has feeling 
mild contempt for any poor mortal who comes along 
the Embankment look him. Just think it! 
took the biggest war history place the camel 
pedestal. 

Not very far from the camel truly appropri- 
ate bronze medallion the clever and tuneful and 
often deliciously satirical librettist, Gilbert. 
contains the brief and eloquent inscription: “His 
foe was folly and his weapon wit.” bad sum- 
mary that the deeper aspects the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas. Sir Arthur Sullivan has his com- 
memoration the Embankment too, and the house 
where was born marked with tablet. All 
humble musicians might take satisfaction the fact 
that isn’t much house, and the neighborhood, 
whatever may have been 1842 when little Ar- 
thur came protestingly into eminently unmusical 
world, the nearest thing slums you can get 
Lambeth. 

The church where Milton was baptized, the 
famous St. Mary-le-Bow, just off Cheapside and 
not far from the site Bread Street where the poet 
was born 1608. was buried St. Giles Crip- 
plegate, though not all certain that his bones 
rest peace. Stories have been told political 
adversaries who ripped open his tomb and scat- 
tered his poor harmless dust. 

One the quaintest places London the 
famous Temple, consisting two inns court, 
the Middle Temple and the Inner 
ically this was the seat the mediaeval military re- 
ligious order, the Knights Templars, suppressed 
1312. The property, running from Fleet 
the Thames, gradually came into possession law 
professors and ever since has been associated with 
courts and lawyers. Candidates for the bar must, 
among other things, eat prescribed number 
dinners the Temple dining hall proof 
their residence. Fortunately, the dinners are very 
good, the mortality among law students not 
great. 

You turn from Fleet Street the handsome 
gate house designed Sir Christopher Wren

paved walks and venerable gravestones, offices and 
lodgings quite venerable, and trees and bits 
grass and—when you wind your way far enough 
down the slope—a good view the river. The 
famous Temple Church was consecrated early 
1185 and completed 1240. The choir stalls are 
beautifully carved, and memorials the Templars 
are everywhere. Many Crusader lies buried here, 
his stone effigy his tomb showing him com- 
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school controls only limited portion 

the material which every child should read; 
the home that should the greater part 
his reading’ Army tests, during the late world 
war revealed the fact that thousands soldiers, 
who had obviously learned the rudiments reading 
the primary schools, had lost the art reading 
—through lack use—that they were unable get 
the thoughts from simple newspaper reports. Pos- 
sibly the school must shoulder portion the 
blame for this condition, but many cases was 
because homes were impoverished books 
and magazines that the child during the long sum- 
mer vacation and the many hours free from school 
failed find out that reading most pleasurable 
well most profitable leisure occupation. 

the present time there universal deter- 
mined effort the part teachers teach 
reading that permanent interest will se- 
but the endeavor will only partially suc- 
cessful parents fail co-operate. Public libraries 
are doing excellent work but the parent, especially 
the Catholic parent, needs informed concern- 
ing the books selected the children. Librarians 
are eager give the children only what best, but 
they are obliged, public servants, satisfy pub- 
lic demands, and they are sometimes helpless pre- 
vent children from reading trash. 

One the cleverest children’s librarians, Anne 
Carroll Moore, has expressed the limitations pub- 
lic library service: 

“No community library ever can will take the 
place library formed the boy girl who has 
money spend for books. And every boy and girl, 
gift their own earnings, should have money 
with which buy books their own and suitable 
book-shelves which The training 
judgment discrimination, and sense values ac- 
quired making thoughtful selection lasting 
benefit, and habits careful handling and good ar- 
rangement books can formed other way.” 

this true for children general, true 
even greater degree for the Catholic child who 
has rich heritage books that, because their 
very nature, never, very rarely, find their way 
the shelves great public libraries. 

not unfounded conviction that many chil- 
dren read too little too poorly because their par- 
ents not realize the importance providing 
wholesome books and magazines they provide 
sufficient nourishing food for their family. Homes 
would very much happier movie money were 
expended for books which every member the fam- 
ily could enjoy; the pleasure derived from such out- 
lay the family budget would not the temporary 
“thrill” single evening’s entertainment but 
permanent possession lasting enjoyment. 

Sometimes reading matter purchased un- 
wisely food stuffs; bargain hunting books 
even more dangerous than the purchase meats. 
Well printed, properly illustrated 
bound books are not often inexpensive. Recently 
Catholic bookseller exonerated himself from blame 
crowding the Autobiography the Little Flow- 


from his shelves make room for host 
Lives the Little Saint which are not only obvi- 
ously inferior the real thing but often pitifully 
and even shamefully trivial; explained that 
was business necessity people would not pay sev- 
eral dollars for the priceless reality the Autobio- 
graphy, but they readily expended the same amount 
—often more—for three four flimsy volumes. 
Having real personal devotion the Little Flow- 
er, was sorry see the popularity these com- 
mercial volumes, especially those which give inade- 
quate, distorted, one would almost say—disparaging 
—treatment the exquisite life. 

serve only introduction the more complete 
work its existence justified, but general rule 
the complete original rather than any adaptation 
always preferred for reading, even for chil- 
dren’s reading. The recently jublished Winnetka 
Graded Book List supports this shows 
that soon children begin read Lamb’s Tales 
from Shakespeare with enjoyment, they are more 
appreciative the original Merchant Venice and 
Midsummer Night’s Dream.

Doctor Egan says: “To get the best out books, 
convinced that you must begin love these per- 
ennial friends very early life. the only way 
know all their those little shadows 
expression and small lights. There glamour 
which you never see you begin read with seri- 
ous intention late life, when questions tech- 
nique and grammar and mere words begin seem 
too important....If you never read Nicholas Nickel- 
when you were young, you cannot possibly know 
the flavour Dickens....if you have never discov- 
ered You Like Midsummer Night’s Dream 
when you are very young, you will never know the 
meaning that light which never was land 
sea.” 

This particularly true not only the books 
and authors whom Doctor Egan refers, but 
more especially true inspirational devotional

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that the habit reading every day chapter 
from the Imitation began childhood because some 
one had given them copy the Imitation for 
first Communion gift. They read first because 
was convenient, and from sense duty; rather 
the mood the little girl who said: don’t like 
pious books but read lots them because think 
that they are good for you.” they read, 
caught the glamor something high and beau- 
tiful, although only half-understood; the little 
girl who said when asked when she read volume 
Father Burke’s Sermons assiduously: don’t 
know what all means but like the sound 
the words.” She was particularly careful never 
skip the parts followed “(Applause!)” because 
those parts were always especially worth while! 
Finally, adults they value the Imitation the 
most precious books read with that very 
real affection and sense ownership which comes 
only after years companionship with truly great 

There was some excuse for inadequate knowl- 
edge the Bible when was obtainable only the 
huge volume which few decades ago ornamented 
the marble topped table “the front room”. The 
only way child could manage this book with any 
degree comfort was rest it—and his small body 
—on the floor. This position could maintained 
only short time owing prickles the elbows, 
and unfavorable comment from the elders the 
family. The Church has expressed her approval 
the daily reading the Scriptures generous 
indulgence and the New Testament now obtain- 
able many convenient and suitable forms. 


There has always been question the advisability 
giving the Old Testament the original form 
children. Most people would shrink from doing 
and seems well withhold much, not all it, 
until the child knows more life and its prob- 
lems. Through Bible History stories child can 
get much the dramatic Old Testament narra- 
tives needs. Doctor Egan expressed well the 
value scriptural reading for children when 

“Personally, desultory reading the Old and 
New Testament gave background against 
which could see the trend the books devoured, 
them; besides was moral and ethical safe- 
guard. was easy even for boy discover that 
the morality the New Testament was the stand- 
ard which not only life, but literature, which 
the finest expression life, should judged.” 


The “hallowed poison God-seeking” frequently 
operates under very meagre circumstances, even 
badly written, poorly printed lives the saints are 
better for our children than such reading all. 
There are, true, many saints’ stories that give 
false notion sanctity. They leave the impres- 
sion that saints were not, and are not, real human 
beings. After course such reading the child 
sometimes feels much the little girl felt about 
Washington: “All she knew about him was that 
had been Our first President and had been dead too 
long interesting any more.” interest, 
however, was excited when she heard that his favor- 
ite walk, when had been stationed New York, 
was round the Battery. “Tell some more,” she 
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begged, didn’t know ever went for walk.” 

choosing books for children there growing 
tendency respect the child’s individual prefer- 
ence. Miss Moore states the current view the 
matter when she says: 

“Children’s reading not problem solved 
anyone. is, may be, very wonderful, rich 
and free experience which should never cheapen- 
artificial stimulation reward. 


The glow enthusiasm boy girl brings 
the first reading fine book which feels 
spiritual kinship infinitely precious thing 
cherished and respected. However old the book, 
now lives again for new reader, who may very 
young, but who, has chosen read his 
own free will, may able teach us—if have 
his confidence—something about the book have 
never known before. ‘And how may sure 
that are his confidence? may not limit 
him, says Quiller-Couch, the things admire 
ourselves, lest ‘pauperize his mind’. That 
means, take it, must follow after and find 
him where his own generation.” 


consistent and continuous effort being made 
consider seriously the child’s point view 
order come real understanding his prefer- 
ences. conservative teacher, after explaining the 
Winnetka Graded Book List, published this year 
the American Library Association, exclaimed: 
“What outlay time and money find out what 
children like!” 

Any study which brings about clearer under- 
standing the problem choosing books for chil- 
dren’s reading valuable. The time and money 
used the Winnetka investigation were well spent 
even the findings the investigators are not whol- 
accurate and the grading given the books only 
tentative and conditional. unfortunate 
this most valuable work especially inadequate for 
Catholic parents and teachers because many our 
books were not included the experimental list 
and because the reactions are obviously not from 
Catholic children. Catholic lad would say 
Lew Wallace’s Ben Hur: “It tells something about 
Christ. also tells about the Roman chariot races.” 
The instinctive love and reverence for religion and 
the things religion, which our children despite 
their faults possess, would prevent such careless 
comment. Nevertheless, Catholic teachers can spend 
time very profitably familiarizing themselves with 
the contents the List. The comments included 
the book are valuable feature. 

There always danger getting inaccurate re- 
ports children’s reactions but, the whole, most 
those given the List ring true, for example: 
eleven year old enthusiast from Michigan says 
Tom Sawyer, always put check the square 
that says one the best books ever read because 
haven’t had bad book out the library and 
5a. think this book dandy.” 

That children take reading seriously evidenced 
thirteen year old boy from Omaha who said 
Tom Sawyer: like this book, but yet think 
one the worst books for boys their mature 
age. This book unlike real life that some small 
boys might get confused with his former way 
living. But yet very interesting, for 
very humorous story.” 
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This somewhat involved comment reminds one 
the intricate style some our books the lives 
the saints; even the adult reader conscious 
their tremendous vocabularies and the evident 
pedantry the authors. unfortunate that chil- 
dren not have more books written the simple 
style which twelve year old finds delightful 
East the Sun and West the Wind: like this 
book because easy understand what means; 
other words, easy read; for instance, 
you start read there are words that will stop 
you reading. like books this sort.” 

Possibly the most humorous and enlightening 
comment the List that the honest eleven 
year old boy from Mason City, Iowa, who said 
Texas Star: like this book because suits 
taste. have wild taste.” 

The children frankly did not like some the 
books which expert librarians thought were very fine 
and almost unanimously the children like the Bobb- 
sey series, which the librarians quite unanimously 
classified trashy. rule though, the children 
liked the books which are ranked literature. 
quote from the Introduction the List: “For the 
most part the children’s taste does not appear 
very far wrong. group children’s librarians, 
selected among the most expert the United 
States, differ among themselves what books 
have high literary merit and what ones are trashy 
does not show that none are able set 
yet any final and generally accepted standard 
literary merit? adults not agree what 
books are ‘literary’, should literary merit pri- 
mary factor selecting and recommending books 
for children? not more important know what 
books are likely thoroughly enjoyed chil- 
dren various ages and degrees reading ability? 
Just what literary merit anyhow?” 

Experts agreed that seven the ten most popu- 
lar books are undoubted high literary merit, they 
are: Tom Sawyer, Hans Brinker, Heidi, The Little 
Lame Prince, Pinnochio, Little Women and the 
Story Doctor Dolittle. The three other books 
are: Black Beauty, The Call the Wild, and 
Huckleberry 

Comparing the Winnetka List with the List pub- 
lished 1922 the American Library Association, 
some interesting changes are revealed. Aesop’s Fa- 
bles the older list was recommended for the sec- 
ond and third grades but the new list they are 
found suitable for fifth and sixth grades. The Rose 
and the Ring continued the fifth grade list but 
shown unpopular book. One child says 
it: not like because there too much 
foolishness that never could girls 
still are fond Five Little Peppers and both boys 
and girls continue enjoy Robinson Crusoe. 

There one very disappointing, not alarming, 
bit information conveyed through the list; the 
books reeking with primitive-life horrors are widely 
used and are unfortunately popular with the chil- 
dren. This sort poison should properly label- 
led and kept from unsuspecting innocents until their 
immature judgment sharpened and they see the 
full significance human nature degraded bestial 
levels. 

Fortunately, Catholics have very definite 
standard morality which carries over into our 
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judgment literature; Doctor Egan stated the 
quotation given above; the New Testament gives 
our “standard which not only life, but litera- 
ture, which the finest expression life, should 
judged.” Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch, whose Art 
Reading well worth the reading and rereading 
for all those who need choose reading for chil- 
dren, makes clear that truth, perfectly expressed, 
always literature and that, the other hand, 
matter how perfect the expression, the thought 
false the selection not ranked literature. 

John Erskine The Literary Discipline distin- 
guishes between the two great classes books: 

book may tell life already know 
about, life yet not know; the 
riosity satisfied. 

Though both kinds books may equally 
well written, are inclined ask only instruction 
from the one kind but permanent enjoyment from 
the other. One document history sociology, 
ethics psychology; the other understand 
it, work art.” 

Children need both kinds books; they need 
books travel and history; they need nonsense 
verse and poetry; they need wholesome fiction and 
plenty it, but more than all these, they need the 
books which feed their inner, spiritual life: “that 
better part us—that other world the spirit 
which man builds for elbow-room exercise his 
genuine ideals and carries around with him, and 
this natural world.” Books this latter sort are 
rare but they exist and the chief duty 
those who work with children search out such 
books and put them the way young readers. 
provide inspiring books.

They have given such excellent collections 
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Miss Rich’s Study the Types Literature, 
and Mr. Sperlin’s Study English World Litera- 
ture. And now come Mrs. Wilkinson’s Contempo- 
rary Poetry, and Mr. Mille’s American Poetry. 

Only true poet like Mrs. Wilkinson, author 
New Voices, could have given such readable, 
likeable anthology recent poetry. Every poem 
quoted illustrative the poet’s style and man- 
ner prefaced with sketch his life, written 
simple, familiar, conversational tone. The author 
tells that, since the book not for mature intel- 
lectuals, not for specialists, but for the young sons 
and daughters ordinary intelligent Americans, 
she has included only those poems which, one way 
another, reach into the common life. Her aim 
have the student enjoy and love poetry. This 
end, she believes with Sara Teasdale, can not at- 
tained the child taught analyze the poem, be- 
fore has learned love for its meaning and 
its music. 

The introduction delightful essay poetry 
and poetry reading. footnotes, explanatory 
notes, troublesome questions are there annoy 
the student; only poems and brief biographies. 
Poets born before 1849 are excluded. English, Irish, 
and Canadian poets are given voice. Alice Mey- 
nell there with “Nurse Edith and “The 
Shepherdess”. miss “San Lorenzo’s Mother”. 
But Francis Thompson’s “Hound Heaven” 
included, are also Chesterton’s “Lepanto”, 
and Moira “Grace for Light”. All the 
poems are well chosen this flaming bit 
truth from William Butler Yeats: 

Friend Whose Work Has Come Nothing 

Now all the truth out, 

secret and take defeat 

From any brazen throat, 

For how can you compete, 

Being honor bred, with one 

Who, were proved lies, 

Were neither shamed his own 

Nor his neighbor’s eyes? 

Bred harder thing 

Than Triumph, turn away

easy say Mrs. Wilkinson’s book what 
she says The Little Book Modern Verse 
Jessie Rittenhouse. “No other American author 
has shown such excellent taste, such impertubabil- 
ity before the changing literary fashions, such cath- 
olicity and freedom from unfair prejudice.” For 
comprehension the meaning and value poetry, 
she recommends Max Eastman’s The Enjoyment 
Poetry (Scribner’s), and Louis Untermeyer’s 
New Era American Poetry (Holt). 

Messrs. Allyn and Bacon have given similar 
school anthology American Poetry Mr.

Both Contemporary Poetry and American Poetry 
should inspire broader sympathy, keener out- 
look, and greater courage face the complexities 
modern life.

Now, the end this first year school, clos- 
ing seven, should know that group words 
not necessarily constitute make sentence, 
not unless they “make sense.” When was four 
younger, knew that “where is” did not make 
sense, and accordingly asked, “Where what, 
mamma?” Now, exercises group-forming words 
will explaip the child what’s meant group 
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words that tell something, that ask something— 
and these should then distinguished from groups 
that not compel the SOMETHING. normal 
child seven will not find this difficult. course, 
the teacher does not know how get about it, 
then Greek the child. Too, the child should 
know that the sentence should begin with capital 
letter and, TELLS something, end with peri- 
od; asks something, then use the “button 
hook,” the child calls it, but now must know 
the question mark. Suppose this too much 
for child have acquired the end his first 
school year, surely not too much for the end 
his second year, and the argument holds that 
still too much, then what the child doing 
along Language lines during his first two years 
school? certainly forming sentences all day 
long, and would seem that should taught 
how use them, yet the High School claims that 
the Freshman class not capable handling sen- 
tences. this accusation true, what have the 
children been doing the Grades for eight years? 
Something wrong. 

For the past few years new and revolutionizing 
importance being attached the study our 
English speech Literature. The work 
teaching English now being organized with some- 
thing like scientific foresight and method. But 
are still trouble, and this for the reason that 
are going the other extreme. Tons good white 
paper are being transformed into the shape be- 
wildering output educational text-books such 
Language Lessons, Readers, Spellers, Rhetorics, 
Classics all claiming the best methods 
the latest forms. trying get away from too 
much the technical grind Grammar, have 
entirely lost sight study, and the new texts 
Language are all given over story-telling, and 
taking imaginary journeys foreign countries. 

Tapering this extreme teaching the Lan- 
guage brings saddening result, namely, that the 
expressional power the High School College 
graduate lags behind his knowledge and his thought 
power, The High School instructors English 
are aware this deficiency, but almost impos- 
sible for them the work required the High 
School, and the same time make the work 
the grades, and they plod best they 
can. Most Colleges realizing this situation, and 
finding that the Freshman students can express 
themselves neither correctly nor effectively, resort 
“daily themes” repair the disability. 


feel that have now proved that the trou- 
ble the Grades, and that Oral Composition 
more important than written, especially the lower 
grades. the upper grades the oral composition 
should not neglected. The neglect this 
bound result linguistic cripples. When 
find students whose expressional power far in- 
ferior their knowledge and thought power, then 
conclude, and rightly so, that these students 
were not given the necessary practice develop 
their expressional powers. Before attempt 
made write theme, the subject should dis- 
cussed class; information obtained from the class 
members, and added the instructor. The sub- 
ject, first all, should interesting, and 
not appear interesting the beginning, the in- 
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structor should make so, change it, and espe- 
cially not practical value, and unequal 
the needs modern life, even business life. 
This will give the students ample opportunity for 
practice oral expression; then, too, the writing 
the subject under discussion becomes pleasant 
exercise, and the knowledge and thought power 
will stimulate the expression power. 

The debate another very beneficial way de- 
veloping expression power; and still another way 
calling for impromptu talks. Let them 
short duration, yet they serve show that the stu- 
dent not afraid, that can stand before the 
class, look each member the eye and talk for 
three five minutes subject just mentioned, 
and for which had not preparation. case 
have information the particular subject given 
him, yet can use the time required him 
stating that has knowledge the subject, 
that glad was mentioned, for now will 
give him opportunity acquire the knowledge 
and especially since subject about which 
should know something, etc. This case where 
the student may have expressional power without 
either knowledge thought power, and af- 
forded opportunity demonstrate this both 
forcefully and effectively. 


Now, this left for the High School do, then 
such students stand good chance being linguis- 
tic cripples all their lives; again place the 
trouble the grades. Even the first year, the child 
can taught stand before his class and look 
each one the eye, while introduces 
giving his name, his age, his home address, how 
long takes him walk school, etc., etc. Oral 
composition can developed beautifully with the 
children while they are the primary grades when 
they are perfectly unconscious their expressions, 
their personal appearances, etc. They will have be- 
come accustomed the little public talks, and they 
will take delight giving them, and anxious 
called upon, even for impromptu talks. 

When stories are read told the class the 
teacher, then the children should taught re- 
produce such stories, but while they are reproduc- 
ing, corrections should given, for stop the 
flow language, smother the glow the imagi- 
nation the time the child reciting, defeat 
the purpose and end view. Corrections may fol- 
low from the other members the class, and such 
corrections will show not only the attention that 
has been given from the critical point, but also will 
demonstrate knowledge and thought power, and 
serve develop expression power. this method 
followed the lower grades, will have some 
forceful expression power the upper grades, and 
eventually the High Schools and Colleges will not 
complaining about “Linguistic Cripples”. 

The teacher should watch carefully the child’s 
coherency his contributions the conversations 
and class discussions. should taught 
connected and direct his statements. Rambling 
and irrevelancy should checked, and effort 
made correct ill-usage. Teachers should not fail 
take this oral work seriously composition 
work, and they should realize that are child’s 
habits oral expression, will his habits writ- 
ten expression tend become, for surely the struc- 
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ture his written work predetermined his 
previously acquired oral habit and practice, hence 
becomes imperative law that oral composition 
should taught and well stressed during the first 
three four years school life. 


The written composition for the child, should 
begin the second half the first year after has 
learned write short sentences, and should 
course very simple, copying model sentences from 
the blackboard, and reproducing others from mem- 
ory. Teachers must patient, very patient with 
the first written work the child. Let the hand- 
writing large and bold, and written upon unruled 
paper. must expect uneven and crook- 
ed. Teachers should not lose patience for the effect 
bad upon the nerves and finer muscles the 
child. His writing will come out all right after 
has had some practice seasoned with the teacher’s 
good nature and sympathy. Let the children write 
all over the blackboard large and free way; 
they enjoy it, and chalk cheap. Let them fence 
their own little gardens and beautify them with 
sentences memorized from little poems. they are 
not overtaxed and court-martialed, they will free 
and easy, and eventually show their love for the 
home and bringing teacher for approbation. 
The more they it, the more perfect they be- 
come their handwriting and sentence forma- 
tion. 


Written composition the second year may con- 
sist sentences which the children have memorized. 
They may dictate them the teacher, who will 
write them correctly the board, then the children 
may copy them. After the children are quite thor- 
ough the writing these simple sentences, the 
teacher, when writing from their dictation, may 
commence the sentence with small letter, and 
sentence, she may use question 
mark the end, etc., then allow the children 
make corrections and show her how write the 
sentences correctly. Gradually these children will 
able write many four sentences about 
certain subject. Four, perhaps, six sentences TEL- 
LING something about the clock, the table, the 
windows, the doors, the blackboards, the teacher, 
their automobile, etc. Then, they can write many 
QUESTION sentences about the same thing. This 
teaches them stick the subject. the third 
grade they should able write many eight 
sentences about one subject, then gradually con- 
vert the first two the first three into one long 
sentence, finally they will develop the paragraph. 
The stanza-divisions verse will further illustrate 
the paragraph idea. Here the grouping certain 
units must elaborated. The children must 
made understand that cannot tell story just 
anyway cannot tell about automobile and 
elephant all once, but one thing time, and 
its proper turn. are going tell about 
party, must not begin with the luncheon, be- 
cause that did not come first time, although 
may have been first thoughts. are going 
talk about bird, shall not begin with his 
tail, because generally see the head first; nor 
shall skip from his head his tail and then back 
his head. Let the children suggest the subject 
they are talk about, then teacher should help 
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them with the proper order arrangement. Narra- 
tion, the sequence events time-order, should 
come first. For small children, descriptive work 
too difficult, and merely incident narration, 
but order get the proper arrangement the 
facts, the narrative calls for similar treatment. 

not advise outline this early stage 
the written work, although some educators, not- 
ably Professor Bain, pushes this system even its 
extremity. His argument that language work 
should entirely isolated from knowledge work; 
that since the pupil should asked but one 
thing time, should not burdened with the 
thought what going say; and the esti- 
mable Professor goes far advise that the 
teacher always supply the outline and give the en- 
tire matter. This, believe, bad Psychology, 
for the reason that too arbitrarily separates the 
thought-process from the expressional-process. 
should not separate the knowledge our subject 
from the telling it. This really the time for the 
teacher assist the child develop thought and 
form simultaneously. believe that the teacher 
should assist the child and encourage him way 
giving certain amount food for thought, but 
supply the entire knowledge-parcel leave 
the child entirely dependent, thereby killing his de- 
sire for original investigation. course, the teach- 
should take reasonable precaution that she 
not ask pupils write upon subject about which 
they have knowledge. this demand more 
than anything else that often discourages children 
and makes them dislike written composition. 

Our objection the early and absolute use the 
outline that bound weaken the child’s 
power hold together the mind the parts that 
compose subject. may difficult, but 
certainly desirable, well valuable, able 
hold one’s thoughts their totality unit; 
and wish secure this for the child his 
work the upper grades, must begin small 
quantity-parcel the lower grades. The con- 
stant use the outline will never give the child 
chance develop his mind-power. teacher 
can help the child enormously training him 
think before speaks; think units, not frac- 
tions; think his subject, not his words. 

This the commonest form incapacity the 
High School and College, and these students plainly 
demonstrate their scrap and spasm productions 
that their early training the grades was sadly 
neglected. They simply cannot write the basis 
plan, and they fail that constructive power 
which required all the higher activities the 
human mind.

The School Days Gladstone 
Rev. Francis O’Neill, O.P., Ph.D. 

greatest Prime Minister the Victorian Age was 

called that leadership four times not because 
knew men Disraeli knew them; but because was 
acknowledged the Abu Ben Adhem the Kingdom. The 
hawks that rested the towering rocks Lanarkshire 
gave him his ancient name, and fitly did live the sta- 
bility the one and the lofty soarings the other. 

Born Liverpool 1809, the youngest son suc- 
cessful corn merchant, had the advantages wealth 
with the blood the Lowland and the Highland Scotch 
his veins. This bloodblend goes far explain the ar- 
dent Celtic tendencies within him held check the 
cautious judgments the valley Scot. 

Sent Seaforth, where small school had been set 
William Rawson the mouth the Mersy, learned 
little arithmetic, but read with diligence and enthusiasm 
Scott’s “Woodstock,” the “Chronicles” Froissart, the 
“Arabian Nights” and “The Pilgrim’s Progress.” His life 
child was, tells us, dubious, vacillating and above 
all, complex.

Young Glad- 
stone once omitted the names three his friends who 
were punished, and was placed forthwith the 
waiting list and birched soundly the following day. 

was most fortunate his friends, the three closest 
being Arthur Hallam, the subject “In Memoriam,” 
James Gaskell and George Selwyn. All were, with Glad- 
stone, studious and ambitious. They manifested every 
turn their worship Canning because his open advo- 
cacy freedom for Greece and emancipation for 
Catholics. 

After seven years Eton, Gladstone passed the 
College Christ Church, Oxford, although several his 
best friends went Cambridge. The goodlooking youth, 
with curly brown hair, always tidy arid well dressed, threw 
himself into the scholastic, literary and social life the 
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founded 1525 Wolsey, and the first numbers and 
wealth among the twenty odd grouped about the Bod- 
leian Library, offered every chance for advancement. The 
classics, philosophy and religion held first place, and 
these Gladstone found absorbing interest. 


The love Greek literature, Saint Augustine and 
Dante came this time life-long gifts. had his 
first tutor Robert Biscoe and academic rivals the clev- 
erest students Oxford and Cambridge. Small wonder 
that the son John Gladstone forged ahead until 
took first rank co-double First. His failures were 
few, and attributable his tendency profuseness. The 
Senior Censor once criticized his examination paper 
desultory beyond belief. 

was during his Oxford days that his dream king- 
dom with conscience began take shape. His passion 
for the Church England developed steadily, and, keep- 
ing pace with it, his love for the kingdom Great Bri- 
tain. These two battled long within his soul until merged 
into life purpose. That did not follow Manning and 
Newman into the Catholic Church may understood 
recognizing this mental conflict. loved England 
fervently that could not look upon her separated 
from Apostolic sanction. This conviction had its roots 
the soil Eton and Oxford. The spiritual forces 
his maturer years were never strong enough change it.

According the 
teaching the Roman Catechism, preservation from mor- 
tal sin effected the allaying concupiscence, which 
the chief source deadly sin, particularly impurity. 
Therefore that Spiritual writers recommend frequent 
Communion the most effective remedy against impurity, 
since its powerful influence felt after other means have 
proved unavailing. 

Indirectly remits the punishment due sin. Saint 
Thomas says that the direct effect the Holy Eucharist 
not remit punishment due sin, but that con- 
comitance, and reason the fervor love pro- 
duces, indirectly remits punishment due sin, not its 
entirety, but according the degree fervor devo- 
tion the recipient.

thing necessary two ways, namely: 

lst. necessity means, which thing action 
necessary, because without given end can not 
obtained, for example, the eye necessary for vision, 
sanctifying grace necessary for salvation. 

2nd. necessity precept, necessity which 
imposed the free will superior, for example, 
the necessity fasting. Now regards the necessity 
receiving the Holy Eucharist, further distinction must 
made between infants and adults. First, regards 
infants, easy prove that for them Holy Communion 
not necessary, either means precept. Since 
they have not attained the age reason they are free 
from the obligation any positive laws. The only ques- 
tion then is, whether Communion like Baptism, neces- 
sary for infants means salvation. The answer 
the question clearly given the Council Trent 
Sess. XXI, can. where under pain anathema re- 
jects such necessity and declares that the custom the 
primitive Church giving Holy Communion children 
was not based upon the erroneous belief its necessity 
salvation, but upon the circumstances the times. But 
regards the absolute necessity receiving Communion 
means for salvation for adults, there more evi- 
dence than the case infants. There is, however, 
moral necessity the part adults receive Holy Com- 
munion means overcoming violent temptations, 
viaticum for persons danger death. Eminent 
theologians like Suarez, claim that the Eucharist, not 
absolutely necessary, least relatively and morally 
necessary means salvation, the sense that adult 
can long sustain his spiritual, supernatural life who neg- 
lects principle approach Holy Communion. And this 
view well supported our Blessed Lord’s own words, 
“Amen, amen, say unto you: unless you eat the Flesh 
the Son Man and drink His Blood, you shall not have 
life you. that eateth Flesh and drinketh 
Blood hath life everlasting.” St. John VI, 54, 55. 


PRECEPT RECEIVING THE HOLY EUCHARIST 

Since our Divine Lord left definite precept 
the frequency with which desired receive His 
Body and Blood the Holy Eucharist, belongs the 
Church determine what limits time shall for the 
reception this sacrament. the first ages the 
Church, the faithful received Holy Communion every time 
they assisted the Sacred Mysteries, and during the 
years persecution the Christians were allowed take 
the Sacred Species their own homes, order com- 
municate themselves when danger being arrested 
and put death. 

The Fourth Council Lateran 1215, Pontificate 
Innocent III obliged all Catholics both sexes com- 
municate least once year, and this during the Paschal 
season. This precept yearly Paschal Communion was 
reiterated the Council Trent Sess. XIII, 

grave obligation under pain grievous sin, 
receive the Holy Eucharist, possible, when danger 
death. Holy Communion thus received called Holy 
Viaticum. 
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DECREE DAILY COMMUNION 

Although the first Christians practiced frequent and 
daily Communion, yet the course the centuries faith 
became weak and charity cold towards the Most Blessed 
Sacrament. The Jansenistic heresy greatly diminished the 
number frequent and daily communicants, until daily 
Communion was considered the privilege those 
who were free from all venial sin and even attachment 
it. 

But December 17, 1905, His Holiness, Pope Pius 
ratified and confirmed the Decree the Sacred Congrega- 
tion the Council. “On Receiving Daily the Most Holy 
Eucharist”, forbiding all ecclesiastical writers after the 
publication this Decree hold contentious controver- 
sies concerning the dispositions requisite for frequent and 
daily Communion. 


MEANING RIGHT INTENTION” 

The Decree 1905 explains, right intention consists 
this: that who approaches the Holy Table should 
not out routine nor vain-glory, through human 
respect, but for the purpose pleasing God, being 
more closely united with Him charity and seeking 
this Divine remedy for his weaknesses and defects.” 

The first paragraph this same Decree declares: “Fre- 
quent and daily Communion, thing most earnestly de- 
sired Christ, our Lord, and the Catholic Church 
should open all the faithful whatever rank and 
condition life, that one who the state 
grace and who approaches the Holy Table with right 
intention can lawfully hindered therefrom.” 

The more free ourselves from venial sin, the more 
abundant will the fruits our Communions, but the 
freedom from mortal sin, and the purpose never com- 
mitting future sufficient together with right 
intention the Decree declares sufficient for the worthy 
reception the Holy Eucharist, and such frequent and 
daily Communion will gradually free the devout communi- 
cents even from venial sins and from all affection thereto. 


OUTRAGE SACRILEGIOUS COMMUNION 

Saint Paul says: shall eat this bread 
drink the chalice the Lord unworthily, shall guilty 
the Body and Blood the Lord....He that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh judgment him- 
not discerning the Body the Lord.” Cor. XI, 27, 

Sacramental confession necessary before receiving 
Holy Communion one mortal sin. The Council 
Trent declares Sess. XIII, can. “He who wishes 
communicate should bear mind the precept: ‘Let 
man prove himself’ Cor. XI, 28. The custom the 
Church shows that the necessary proof consists this, 
that one should present himself for Communion, 
sees that guilty any mortal sin, matter what 
may the contrition which believes that has for 
his sin: this the Holy Council orders observed.” 


RECENT DECREE AGE FOR RECEIVING 
FIRST COMMUNION 

The Decree Daily Communion was followed 
1910 Decree the Sacred Congregation the 
Discipline Sacraments regarding the age those 
admitted First Holy Communion, and orders the 
following observed everywhere: “The age discre- 
tion required both for Confession and Communion the 
time when the child begins reason, that about the 
seventh year, sometimes after, sometimes even before. 
From this time the obligation satisfying the pre- 
cept both Confession and Communion binds.” 

The same Decree also says, “It belongs the father 
the person taking his place, also the confes- 
sor admit the child First Holy Communion.” 

Again Paragraph six this Decree read, “Those 
who have the care children should use all diligence 
that after First Communion, the children shall often ap- 
proach the Holy Table, even daily possible, Jesus 
Christ and Mother Church desire, and that they should 
with devotion becoming their age.” 

Paragraph seven says, “It utterly detestable abuse 
not administer Viaticum and Extreme Unction chil- 
dren having attained the use reason, and bury them 
according the manner infants.” parents and 
those charge children should remember that they 
should carefully carry out this Decree the Sacred Con- 
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gregation procuring this “Bread the Strong” for the 
little ones who are the happy state innocence, 
that when the enemy souls comes attack these liv- 
ing fortresses the soul, may find them impregnable, 
being already the possession Jesus, who has estab- 
lished His Eucharistic Kingdom their souls.

WHAT THE VIOLATION THE EUCHAR-

This the opinion theologians and the 
rule the Church. the Supplement the Catholic 
Encylopedia the article “Viaticum” read, “If 
person has received Holy Communion, and later the 
same day, falls into danger death, urged 
strongly receive the Holy Eucharist again Viaticum, 
both lawful and fitting for him while remains 
danger death receive Holy Viaticum several times 
different days with his confessor’s approval.” 

For those who receive the Blessed Sacrament Via- 
ticum, the Church dispenses with the obligation fast- 


ing. 
HOLY COMMUNION RECEIVED THE SICK 
INVALIDS 


Decree the Sacred Congregation the Council 
Dec. 1906, “It permitted invalids who have al- 
ready been ill for month, and whose speedy convales- 
cence doubtful, receive the Blessed Sacrament once 
twice weekly upon the advice their confessors, 
where question invalids who live religious houses 
which the Blessed Sacrament reserved, who enjoy 
the privilege having Mass celebrated domestic 
oratory; once twice monthly for other even though 
they should have previously taken liquid nourishment. The 
words “per modum potus” the form drink “are 
understood meaning, that one may take soup, coffee, 
and other foods provided that the mixture does not lose 
the nature liquid food.” 
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Hence Holy Communion may given those who 
are afflicted with disease not mortal, but which chron- 
ic, and patients whose convalescence long, although 
they can not strictly keep the Eucharistic fast. 

The food that can administered them, whatever 
its nature, must liquid form.

The practice daily Communion the surest means being morally 
sure of our salvation, for daily Communion presupposes sanctifying grace 
in the soul, and therefore, even though circumstances may be such that 
we may have to lose a Communion now and then, yet should death come 
on us suddenly even on a day when we had not received Holy Com- 
munion, yet our souls robed in sanctifying grace will be ready to meet 
Our Lord as trustingly and calmly as our Judge, as we would have re- 
ceived Him sacramentally our Guest. Other devotions are very laud- 
able, commendable, but daily Communion keeps the soul ever ready to 
answer the summons, “Behold the Bridegroom cometh, go ye forth to 
meet Him,” for Incarnate Truth declares, that eateth Flesh 
and drinketh My Blood hath everlasting life.’ St. John VI, 55. 


SAYINGS THE FATHERS THE CHURCH 
THE PRACTICE FREQUENT COMMUNION 


1. The Council of Trent says in Session XXII, x. 6: “The holy Coun- 
cil would desire that the faithful communicate not only spiritually but 
also sacramentally at every Mass which they hear.” 

2. Saint Ambrose speaking of Communion says: “Receive it every 
day, if it is useful to you every day.” 

_3. Saint Augustine says: ‘Receive daily what profits you daily, and 
live so that you may be worthy to receive daily.” 

Saint Bernard declares: the sovereign remedy 
cure you of sin. You sin every day, communicate every day.” 

5. Saint Thomas says: ‘‘The Eucharist has virtue to confer salvation 
on man. It is useful for man to partake of it daily, in order to receive 
its fruits daily.” 

6. Saint Francis de Sales says: “Two classes of persons should com- 
municate often, the perfect, because being well prepared, they would be 
very wrong not to approach the fountain head of perfection; and the im- 
perfect, that they may acquire perfection; the strong that they may pre- 
serve their strength, the weak, that they may become strong; the sick, 
that they may find cure; the healthy, that they may preserved 
from sickness.

“As general philosophy life, 
‘Safety smacks too much 
cowardice and selfishness. You and 
not want safety first lives for 
ourselves nor for our children, nor 
would our children lead such lives 
anyway, for the spirit childhood 
the spirit The sort 
safety training that want the 
schools not conflict with the 
spirit adventure. not say 
the child, ‘You must not adven- 
turous things,’ but show him how 
adventurous things the right 
way, which always the safe way. 
not, for example, tell him 
keep away from the water, but 
teach him how swim and how 
save others from drowning the need 
arises. one grudges the sacrifice 
life, even his own life, real ser- 
vice real adventure—but most 
our sacrifices are unnecessary and 
futile! What adventure, what 
service, what even personal 
bravery there being run over 
street car automobile, having 
one’s clothing ignited bonfire? 
The purpose our safety training 
preserve the child from stupid, 
unnecessary carelessness and ignor- 
ance, for the real adventures life.” 

Mr. Williams narrates anecdotes 
prove his points. One these 
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older boy school Los An- 
geles, who liked looked upon 
“hard-boiled”, and insisted speed- 
ing his bicycle down hill past the 
school corner where there was 
street car line. The smaller boys nat- 
urally imitated him, and the practice 
went till the Safety Committee 
the school called the offender and 
reasoned with him against setting 
example perilous others, because 
was followed those who were 
younger than himself and 
ful avoiding danger. This brought 
about the desired reform. Awaken- 
ing responsibility for 
others goes far toward promoting 
character-development, and laying the 
foundations good citizenship. 
boy who looks out for the welfare 
little ones street crossings, will 
safe driver and well the 
way toward becoming helpful mem- 
ber society.

Good Taste Reading 

his worthy little book, “Inter- 
pretation the Printed Page,” 
Clark, associate professor public 
speaking the University Chicago, 
sweepingly observes: “There little 
love good literature America.” 
Going enumerate the reasons 
for this, asserts: don’t read 
because don’t care for it; don’t 
care for because does not appeal 
us; does not appeal use be- 
cause don’t understand it; 
don’t understand because 
know how about understanding 
—and our schools seldom show 
how.” 

this outburst the Professor 
doubt exaggerated little for the sake 
emphasis, but unquestionably there 
danger the direction indicated 
his remarks, and reason for raising 
warning voice. Perhaps im- 
patient and indignant, but not 
without excuse. 

the first place, there good lit- 
erature available all, and the de- 
light and benefit which good literature 
capable imparting are beyond ex- 
pression words. the next place, 
American public reading pub- 
ic. 

What the mass Americans 
read? There was time when the 
majority reading people read books, 
but today large proportion confine 
their reading newspapers and mag- 
azines. the extent that the news- 
paper map busy life,” not 
ignored, but newspapers differ 
merit, and some them contain 
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reading matter negligible seekers 
for information and not few in- 
stances some essentially vi- 
cious. For this reason, the reading 
with discretion. The same thing true 
magazines, and even books, 
marked deterioration the average 
tone the output the press having 
occurred within the last ten fifteen 
years. 

directing right reading much can 
done the schools. impart 
the principles good taste and inspire 
understanding and love for 
wholesome literature important 
function those entrusted with the 
education youth. has not been 
neglected the Catholic schools, and 
indications that greater will 
hereafter laid upon other 
schools commenable sign the 
times. 


Report Carnegie Foundation 

One the outstanding conclusions 
Dr. Henry Pritchett, president 
the Carnegie Foundation for the ad- 
vancement Teaching, set forth with 
many the reasons therefor the 
Twentieth Annual Report that or- 
ganization. just issued, that the fu- 
ture education America will de- 
pend upon the programme which 
prepares for the youth the land be- 
tween the ages and 18. 

With present conditions frank- 
war. “The children all the 
people,” says, “appear the high 
school one great undifferentiated 
mass. There are fixed curricula 
and very few required courses, except 
certain technical schools where the 
absurdity the elective procedure 
too apparant ignored. From 
long list, all apparently equal value, 
pupils choose, not curricula keep- 
ing with definite object they may 
have view, but three four sub- 
jects for immediate consumption, 
shifting their choices year year.” 
adds: “Continuity, class unity 
and background, the sense clear 
road behind and ahead, commit- 
ment serious undertaking, all dis- 
appear this mincing knowledge 
into the small, equal, and independent 
credit units which serve counters 
the game going through school. 
when the work school 
and college has been well chosen and 
concentrated, the disarticulate condi- 
tions under which performed pre- 
clude the full measure success.” 

President Pritchett’s opinion 
that “rightful intellectual interests are 
now smothered athletics and other 
‘student activities’ because they pos- 
sess little reality, and they possess lit- 
tle reality because they are not first- 
class ideas suitably dealt with pu- 
pils with first-class minds.” thinks 
school sports and games “are perhaps 
the most genuinely educative features 
that our schools present possess,” 
because “they are honest, competive, 
and thoroughly objective,” and evi- 
dently believes that when the system 
secondary education reorganized 
will divert head-work the frank 
objectivity that now observable 
chiefly connection with the con- 
duct sports. 

new scale values, insists, 
needed. also brings out the im- 
portant proposition that individual 
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capacities differ, there should pro- 
vision for all according their res- 
pective needs. “There would then 
arise the problem organizing suita- 
ble curricula for pupils average 
ability whose right appropriate 
education now suffers from the con- 
fusion such pupils both with the 
very able and with the very weak. 
With reference the latter should 
carefully considered whether 
full-time school has present any- 
thing offer that comparable with 
the education afforded regular em- 
ployment when this supplemented 
efficient schooling simple sort 
either the continuation school plan 
preferably the ‘co-operative’ 
scheme periodic alternation.” 
President Pritchett’s report affords 
stimulating reading matter for all who 
are interested the important prob- 
lem American educational reform. 


Artificial Island 

his inaugural address president 
Boston University, Dr. Marsh 
compared college athletics ar- 
tificial island. Under existing condi- 
tions, declared, the island has be- 
come dump, and constantly 
being enlarged additional cargoes 
wasted energies, the waters around 
are awful peril navigators, 
“especially since the trade winds 
selfish ambition and the tides ma- 
terialism sweep straight its direc- 
tion.” 

Continuing the figure, went on: 
“This dangerous island Athletics- 
for-their-own-sake made well- 
meaning and enthusiastic but mis- 
guided alumni and other friends, who, 
forgetful the port which their 
good ship Alma Mater headed, 
dump its path such rubbish the 
pagan worship physical efficiency, 
the idolization men who may in- 
ferior every respect but brute 
force; the ambition secure victory 
any cost; high-salaried, super-or- 
ganized, unreasonably specialized 
coaching systems; reckless waste 
money for football while the academic 
system starves; over-participation 
sports the few and total neglect 
them the many; unwholesome 
newspaper publicity featuring individ- 
ual players; conniving and unethi- 
cal professionalism college athlet- 
ics and confusion the minds 
youths why they college 
all.” 

This severe indictment—not 
college athletics, but the abuse 
college athletics. When abuse 
recognized such, however, loses 
much its power harm. Ex- 
perienced navigators educational 
ships, longer unaware that danger 
lurks the vicinity the artificial 
island, are better prepared than for- 
merly take ample precautions for 
its avoidance. 


Avoid False Economy 

Some teachers attempt economize edu- 
cational literature, trying to get along without 
subscribing for a periodical specially adapted to 
their professional needs. Time-saving methods 
and the advice of experienced educators on the 
many new problems management and method 
constantly arising are facilitations of education- 
al progress that are cheap at almost any price.
